News 

U. S. chemical exports show increases in the report of 
the Chemical Division, Department of Commerce, for 
the first quarter of 1925. The gain in industrial 
chemical sales is small, but naval stores sales were 
ahead of 1924, for the same period. 

Java’s cinchona bark output in 1924 is reviewed by tlie 
Java correspondent of “Drug & Chemical Markets,” 
who is an authority on the raw materials produced 
there for world markets. 

Acetic acid production in Canada is the subject of an 
article by V. G. Bartram in this week’s issue of “Drug 
& Chemical Markets.” 

A sudden advance in the price of chlorate of potash 
in Belgium is reported by the Antwerp correspondent 
of “Drug & Chemical Markets.”

Arsenic higher on spot owing to fair amount of buying. 
Formic acid shaded. Tin salts advanced. Barium car- 
bonate cut again. Sodium sulfide easier. Sodium and 
potassium chlorates continue firm. Prussiates firmer 
on spot. Fair amount of activity present in heavy 
chemicals. 

Intermediates continue in slight demand with prices 
showing no change. Acid H reported sharply cut in 
some quarters. Ortho-toluidine selling at recently 
higher quotations. Benzene continues easy with pure 
weak. Toluene continues to turn easier. Solvent 
naphtha strong. Pyridine remains firm at recent ad- 
vance. 

Vegetable oils remain in easy condition. Linseed o!! 

Chinawood oil hold 
ing at recent prices. Animal oils fairly steady sho. 
but slight change. Fish oils remain quiet but stead 
in most quarters. 

A slight improvement was shown in the fine chemical 
market, although it is still exceedingly quiet. Me: 
thol has firmed up considerably and papain has ad 
vanced sharply. Quicksilver is very weak on spot. 

Normal trading is reported in the crude drug marke’ 
with seasonal items showing good activity. A few 
items have advanced sharply as the market is prac- 
tically clean of them. Saw Palmetto berries have 
advanced again and golden seal root is higher.

LANGUAGE THAT HIDES THOUGHT 


On the market to-day is a well-known vacuum 
cleaner which uses a set of appliances for special 
cleaning purposes. With each set of appliances, 
goes an instruction booklet. Throughout the book- 
let, directions are couched in terms of lugs, sef 
screws, intake, and the like-—terms, which not one 
housewife in a thousand understands. The booklet 
is not only useless, but actually harmful in its im- 
pression of complicated machinery which the 
housewife believes she has bought. 

Vacuum cleaners are not alone in this class. 
Many of the chemical booklets, instruction sheets. 
and similar literature, do not accomplish their 
purpose because of their language. A booklet 
telling how to apply a new sizing, speaks of 
‘thirty degrees Baume,”’ ‘‘until a point of acidity 
is just reached,’’ ‘‘saturated solution,’’ ‘‘vis- 
cosity,’’ and other terms, which to the practical 
foreman who works with his hands, mean little or 
nothing. ‘‘Make the liquid about as thick as molas- 
ses,’’ or ‘‘keep adding until no more will dissolve,”’ 
both are types of expressions which can be 
understood by the non-technical man. 

The danger of super-technical instructions is 
not confined to actual physical misuse of the pro- 
duct, but extends to the mental attitude of the 
foreman or superintendent. Non-technical people 
do not like to be made to appear ignorant of the 
technical affairs of their own business, even to 
themselves. The psychology of using the practical 
language of the trade is obvious. Sales are made 
or lost by the appeal to the fellow who uses the 
goods and recommends or condemns them on the 
basis of his own practical experience. 





RESEARCH IN AND OUT OF COMPETITION 

In discussing the cash value of research to in- 
dustry, the ‘‘New York Times’? May 3 points out 
the great success of the German chemical and 
dyestuff industries, which it traces back to seeds 
of research sowed years before the war. The same 
comment states that ‘‘virtually nothing of the kind 
was done in this country before the war, and since 
then efforts appear to have been mostly in trying 
to copy the German ways of making dyestuffs’’. 
The mechanical and electrical industries of the 
United States, which spend hundreds of thousands 
annually for research, are held up as an example 
for the chemical industry. ‘‘It is time the labor- 





atories were equipped and endowed to make as 
creditable a showing, and it is the duty of the 
manufacturers to see that this is done. It will 
certainly pay.’’ 

‘*Tt¢ is the duty of the manufacturers to see that 
this is done,’’ says the ‘‘Times’’. For example, 
the wood chemical industry is faced with a 
serious problem in cheap German methanol. Ac- 
cording to the ‘‘Times’’, it is the duty of 
the industry to spend about a half million dol- 
lars, less than this would probably be insufficient, 
in research to find a method of making methanol 
at half the present price so that America can 
compete with Germany. To an industry faced 
with bankruptcy, the idea of spending a large sum 
of money which it does not own, on something 
which is doubtful from the very beginning, is 
difficult to conceive. 

In the case of the American dyestuff industry, 
the picture of copying Germany is truly the lay 
mind view of the situation. To waste words 
refuting this, particularly when the charge is from 
without the dyestuff industry, is useless for it 
would involve a review of the entire development 
of American dyes for the past ten years. ‘There 
is one thing, however, which the ‘‘Times’’ fails 
to consider. During the Fordney Tariff fight of 
1921-22, that newspaper consistently opposed high 
rates and showed little consideration for the Amer- 
icam chemical or dyestuff industries. Now, re- 
search becomes a duty of the manufacturer. In- 
dustries threatened with extinction by foreign com- 
petition cannot spend the money. The great 
wealth of the electrical and metal industries has 
permitted of almost unlimited research. Dye and 
chemical research is unquestionably essential to 
American progress, but self preservation is the 
first thought of man or industry. All respect 1s 
due to German chemical research and commercial 
developments, but they were not accomplished un- 
der conditions which now face America. 


OPIUM IMPORT LICENSES 


No licenses to import opium into the United 
States will be issued to American manufacturers 
of narcotics until July 1 or later, according to a 
recent decision of the Federal Narcotic Control 
Board. This means that no opium will come into 
the American market for about three or four 
months. The Board evidently believes that suf- 
ficient opium is available in this country to take 
care of legitimate needs during this period. At 





least, the statistics of the Board seem to indicate 
this, or licenses would be issued prior to July 1. 

The work of the Federal Narcotic Control Board 
has been well carried on in most respects during 
its existence, and through it, the Government has 
been enabled to work closely with the four nar- 
cotic manufacturers and with the numerous phar- 
maceutical houses which make the narcotics into 
finished goods. To arbitrarily shut down on li- 
censes until a definite date, however, places the 
narcotic manufacturer at a disadvantage in buying 
his opium when the ban is lifted. The tendency 
is to bull the primary market and to force up 
prices for finished narcotics in this country. 

To permit a shortage of narcotic drugs to occur 
in the United States, is to invite trouble. A nation 
with over a hundred million population cannot 
get along from hand to mouth on supplies of any 
food or drug product. Epidemics do not announce 
their coming with warning trumpets and, while 
the ban might be lifted immediately, two months 
would have to pass between crude opium in the 
Near East and finished narcotic on druggists’ 
shelves in this country. Too much faith should 
not be placed in the figures of statisticians by the 
Narcotic Board, and more consideration should 
be given the character of the houses involved in 
the import of ernde opium and coca. 





SACCHARIN WINS 


Another misbranding suit against a manufac- 
turer of saccharin was thrown out of court last 
week in St. Louis after dragging along for five 
years. During the five years, two jury trials were 
held and both resulted in disagreements. The 
claim that saccharin is harmless from the health 
point of view has now been attacked from every 
conceivable angle by Federal and local author- 
ities, and in no case has the decision gone against 
saccharin. Legal experts, making use of human 
exhibits, have been employed in the move to ban 
saccharin and have failed to impress. Thousands 
of dollars have heen spent in litigation and, leg- 
ally, the case is exactly where it started. Morally, 
however, the charges against saccharin which lie 
behind the misbranding complaint, have been re- 
futed and once again a clean bill of health has 
been issued. 





A senior surveillance inspector is wanted at 
$1,860 a vear to supervise the storage and testing 
of smokeless powder. high explosives and loaded 
ammunition The Civil Service Commission prac- 
tically waives all examination of candidates. 
Whether there is a grain of suppressed humor in 
this anparent anxiety to get a man may depend 
upon how the reader interprets the closing sen- 
tence: ‘‘The duties also include making appropri- 
ate stability tests or all smokeless powder and 
high explosives..’ The candidate may discover 
the instability of high explosives so soon after 
fixing the stability point that his successor will 
not be obliged to wait long for a job. Hence the 
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easy money. Only candidates who are graduates 
of a standard High School need apply. Going up! 
Step lively! 





Secretary Hoover announced recently that 
about seventy committees of exporters represent- 
ing as many different branches of industry, now 
are co-operating with the Department of Com- 
merce in building up the export trade of the 
United States. The chemical industry stands out 
among the various industries represented on these 
committees, another bit of evidence to refute the 
old argument that America is dependent upon the 
rest of the world for her chemicals and would be 
helpless in that field without the aid of Germany 
and other European countries. Could an industry 
as dependent as some would have us think, do an 
export business of such proportion as to merit 
recognition as ene of the leading export trades? 





Shipments of industrial chemicals to foreign 
countries during the first quarter of 1925 show 
only one per cent gain over the corresponding 
quarter of 1924, but owing to the heavy increase 
in sales of naval stores, sulfur, medicinals and 
toilet requisites the increase in exports of chem- 
icals generally, was higher than in any single 
quarter last year. The total value was $36,034,- 
000, on 11 per cent increase over the first quarter 
of 1924. Fertilizer exports were 5 per cent less 
than during the first three months last year, am- 
moninum sulfate showing a heavy decline. The 
value of superphosphates doubled, however.

How the Process was Perfected During the War and can Supply the World

recent editorial in

Markets” pointed out 
that one of the possible ef- 
fects of competition from 
synthetic methanol on the 
wood chemical industry 
would be the curtailment of 
the output of acetate of lime 
with a corresponding in- 
crease in the price. This 
article mentioned the pos- 
sibility of 8 to 10 cent 
acetate of lime, which would 
thereby greatly increase the 
cost of acetic acid to con- 
sumers unless synthetic 
acetic acid, which was stated 
to be in the development 
stage, became a commercial 
proposition. The produc- 
tion of acetic acid synthet- 
ically from acetylene has 
been carried on in Canada 
and Europe successfully on 
a broad commercial basis for 
more than seven years and 
is long past the develop-

Although Canada and Europe have been 
making acetic acid synthetically for some 
years, the United States has clung to acetate 
of lime asa source. As long as cost of acid 
from ‘‘lime’’ has compared favorably with 
the synthetic, there has been little reason to 
change. It ts only with the comparatively 
recent threat to the wood chemical industry 
that synthetic developments, or rather lack 
of developments, in the United States have 
been prominently discussed. The recent com- 
bination of Roessler & Hasslacher, Union Car- 
bide, and Shawinigan interests in the Niacet 
Chemical Co. to make ‘‘derivatives of acety- 
lene’, probably means American production 
of synthetic acetic acid in the near future. 
Claims that glacial acetic can be made direct 
from wood distillation liquor by the Brewster 
Process of ether extraction for 1.56c tf true, 
may have a very material effect on the future 
of the acetic market.—The Editors.

During the War the de- 
mand for acetone for cor- 
dite manufacture resulted 
in the erection of a large 
plant by the Canadian Elec- 
tro Products Company, Lim- 
ited, at Shawinigan Falls, 
Que., ‘Canada, for the prod- 
uction of acetone from 
acetylene. The process de- 
veloped was as follows: (1.) 
The conversion of acetylene 
gas to acetaldehyde in the 
presence of sulfuric acid 
amd a mercury salt. The 
acetylene gas used in this 
process is generated at what 
is probably the largest 
acetylene gas generating sta- 
tion in the world. (2.) The 
conversion of acetaldehyde 
to acetic acid by oxidization 
in the presence of a cata- 
lyzer. (3.) The catalytic de- 
composition of glacial acetic 
acid into acetone. 

In each process the crude

materials are carefully distilled, so that only pure 
products are used for the next step, i.e., refined acetal- 
dehyde is used for the manufacture of acetic, and 
glacial or concentrated acetic is used in the final pro- 
cess. The production of acetone by this process how- 
ever, is not a commercial proposition under normal 
conditions and when the acetone position was relieved, 
the plant thereafter confined all its efforts to the -pro- 
duction of glacial acetic acid. One of the most strik- 
ing features of the new process is the fact that glacial 
acetic of over 99% strength is obtained from the stills 
on first run, thereby~assuring quick and economical 
production of this very essential product. 

The basic material for the production of acetic acid 
by this process is, of course, calcium carbide. Carbide 
is produced in great quantities in both Canada and the 
United States as well as in Europe. The principal 
raw materials for the production of carbide are lime- 
stone, coal or coke and electrical! energy. All of these 
are readily available. in fact the present capacity for 
the production of carbide on this Continent is greatly 
in excess of the existing demand, so that this surplus 
capacity could readily be brought into production in 
order to take care of any demand for synthetic acetic 
acid. 

In addition to the development in Canada, synthetic 
acetic acid is also made in large quantities commer- 
cially at three plants in Germany and one in Switzer- 
land. There is also another large synthetic acetic acid 
plant now under course of construction in France. It 
is estimated that well over 50% of. the total production 
of acetic acid in Europe today is made by the syn- 
thetic process. All of the existing plants have been 
in operation since the early stages of the War and 
have continued successfully since, competing commer- 
cially in all the markets of the world. The synthetic 
production of acetic acid is therefore an established 
commercial fact. 

In addition to acetic acid other chemicals of increas- 
ing importaince to various industries are also being 
produced from acetylene. The chart here shown lists 
a few of the most importaint of these developments, 
some of which have already assumed quite important 
commercial proportions. 


IWONSTRIAL CHEMICAL SECTION 


Dr. S. C. Lind, chief chemist of the Bureau of Mines, 
United States Government, Washington, D. C., spoke 
before the Maryland Section of the American Chemical 
Society, Friday evening, April 24, at Johns Hopkins 
University, Baltimore, on the subject of “Production 
of radium and some of its properties.” Preceding the 
meeting dinner was served at the Engineers’ Club. Dr. 
Lind has done extensive research work on radium. 
One of his chief discoveries was the use of radium 
in treating cheap’ yellow diamonds, thereby changing 
them into more valuable green diamonds. Dr. Lind 
has also done extensive work on the recovery of 
Helium gas. Dr. Curtis F. Burnam gave a very enter- 
taining talk on “Some Interesting Applications of 
Radium in the Medical Field.” 


Sir Alfred Mond, author of the plan to have the 
British Government subsidize industries to provide 
work for the unemployed instead of paying them a dole, 
has recently introduced into his chemical works a com- 
bination of cost and profit sharing through which work- 
ers are credited with a portion of what they save by 
means of more rapid and efficient workmanship. 


At a recent meeting of the Executive Committee of 
the American Section of the Society of Chemical In- 
dustry it was decided to hold a special meeting during 
the week of Sept. 28 to Oct. 3 in conjunction with the 
Tenth Exposition of Chemical Industries. The Head- 
quarters of the Society will be at the Grand Central 
Palace.

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Chemical Exports Increase Eleven Per Cent 





Value of U. S. Shipments for First Quarter of 1925 Was 
$36,000,000—Higher Then for Any Quarter in 1924— 
Industrial Chemical Exports Valued at $2,470,000— 
Larger Amounts of Acids, Anhydrides, Aluminum Sul- 
fate, Formaldehyde, Acetate of Lime, Bleaching Pow- 
ders and Copper Sulfate Sent Abroad — Fertilizer 
Quantity Dropped, But Value Was Greater Than in 
1924—-Shipments of Naval Stores, Paints and Varnish- 
es Heavy

Washington, D. 'C. May 6.—Exports of chemicals and 
allied produces from the United tSates to foreign coun- 
tries during the first quarter of this year atained an ag- 
gregate value of $36,034,000 and showed an 11 per cent. 
increase over the corresponding period of last year. This 
figure was higher than that for any single quarter for 
1924, says the Chemical Division of the Department of 
Commerce discussing chemical exports. The Division 
continues: 

Although the exports of industrial chemicals during 
the first three months of 1925, amounting to $2,470,000, 
showed only a slight change—a gain of 1 per cent.— 
as related to the corresponding period in 1924, the ship- 
ments during the month of March were higher than for 
any single month throughout the year 1924. Larger 
amounts of acids and anhydrides, aluminum sulfate, ace- 
tate of lime, bleaching powder, copper sulfate, and form- 
aldehyde, were sent abroad during the present quarter 
than during the first quarter of 1924. The following 
table records the leading industrial chemicals exported 
in the first three months of 1924 and 1925:

Sulfur, in which the United States is one of the lead- 
ing world factors, improved 33 per cent. in quantity and 
50 per cent. in value from 93,400 tons, valued at $1,443,- 
000, to 125,000 tons, valued at $2,165,000. France, Ger- 
many, Australia, Spain, and the United Kingdom were 
the leading consumers in the order named. 

Although the quantity of fertilizers exported in Jan- 
uary-March, 1925, was very slightly under the figure of 
the corresponding period in 1924, (.3%) the value was 
5 per cent less and the total shipments amounted to 238,- 
000 tons, valued at $3,906,000. 

Ammonium sulfate showed the biggest decline having 

diminished from 36,500 tons, valued at $2,224,000, to 23,- 
300 tons, valued at $1,290,000. Whereas shipments of

SHIPMENTS OF NAVAL STORES INCREASE 
(Special to Druc & CHEMICAL MARKETS) 


Washington, D. C., May 6.—The Chemical Division 
of the Department of Commerce in a report on the ex- 
ports for the first quarter of 1925, says that shipments of 
naval stores, paints and varnishes, were higher than 
during any quarter throughout 1924. Naval stores rep- 
resented the biggest change, having risen 43 per cent. 
in value from $4,251,000 in January-March, 1924, to $6,- 
079,000 in January-March, 1925. Exports of rosin ad- 
vanced from 288,000 barrels, valued at $2,510,000 to 295,- 
000 barrels, valued at $3,693,000 in 1925. Over 722,000 
gallons more spirits of turpentine were shipped abroad 
during the first quarter of this year than during the 
corresponding period in 1924, or a total of 2,057,000 gal- 
lons, valued at 1,907,000. About 32,000 gallons less of 
wood turpentine or a total! of 93,000 gallons, were ex- 
ported. Although turpentine substitutes gained in quan- 
tities shipped, from 225,300 gallons to 264,000 gallons, 
they fell in values from $73,000 to $70,000. 

Exports of pigments, paints and varnishes during the 
past quarter were more favorable than they have been 
for over a year and a half, and showed an improvement 
of 8 per cent. over the corresponding period in the pre- 
ceding year, the-total valuation having equalled $4.133,- 
000. The only losses registered during the period oc- 


/ curred in the sales of all pigments except zinc oxide as 


all the other commodities included under -this group 
rose in valuation of shipments.

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WITHDRAW ETHYL GASOLINE FROM SALE 

Columbia University has completed its investigation 
of leaded ethyl gasoline, and the report has been de- 
livered to Surgeon General Cumming. The report was 
placed at the disposition of Surgeon General Cumming 
at the request of the Ethyl Gasoline Corp. It has been 
reported that the Columbia investigation is strongly 
adverse to the use of ethyl gasoline and that two of the 
research workers suffered severe attacks of gas poison- 
ing. These statements were declared false by Dr. Ho- 
ratio B. Williams, head of the Department of Physi- 
ology, in the Columbia Medical School. 

Following the completion of Columbia University’s 
investigation, Ethyl Gasoline Corp. a subsidiary of the 
Standard Oii and General Motors, announced that it 
would withdraw its product from the market. The new 
gasoline, which reduces the “knock” in automobile 
motors and makes gasoline “go” further, has been 
sold in twenty-seven States, including New York and 
New Jersey, although it is barred in New York City. 
Announcement of its withdrawal from the market by 
the manufacturing company was followed by a state- 
ment from the Standard Oil Company of Indiana, in 
Chicago, that its supply of ethyl gas has been cut 
off and that it would discontinue its sale. 

The Public Health Service, (Washington, D. C., has 
called a conference of scientific men, officials of the 
Bureau of Mines and Public Health officials to discuss 
the effects of gasoline containing tetra-ethyl lead. The 
date of the conference will depend upon the time con- 
venient to those invited.

Washington, D. C., May 6.—The increasingly large 
imports of German made synthetic alcohol have been 
brought to the attention of Secretary of Commerce 
Hoover, and he declares that revolutionary develop- 
ment is promised by the commercial production of the 
product in Germany. He says American manufacturers 
are placed at the mercy of the German chemical indus- 
try. He added, however, that the Chemical Founda- 
tion, Inc., holds a basic patent which was taken out 
some years ago in the United States and which was 
transferred to the Chemical Foundation by the United 
States Government along with patents for dyes, im- 
mediately following the war, and says several large 
chemical manufacturers are investigating the possibility 
of producing methanol in the United States.

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TRADE ASSOCIATION PRACTICE UPHELD 

Members of a trade association may agree to withhold 
credit from customers who have not paid overdue 
bills without violating the law, Judge Bondy decided 
this week in the United States District Court, New 
York. In his decision, Judge Bondy said that such prac- 
tice “does not go beyond the reasonable requirements 
to correct the abuses which have crept into trade.” The 
decision was in the case of the United States against the 
Fur Dressers and Fur Dyers’ Association, Inc. 

The decision by Judge Bondy upheld the credit reg- 
ulations of the defendants and dismissed the Govern- 
ment’s petition, which charged a conspiracy in restraint 
of trade.

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BELGIUM SHORT OF CHLORATE OF POTASH 


Price Almost Doubles in Six Months and Shortage Is 
Expected to Continue All Summer—Many Plants 
Sold Up—Perchlorate of Potash and Chlorate of 
Soda Moving to Higher Levels. 


(Special Correspondence to Druc & CHEMICAL MARKETS) 


Antwerp, Belgium, April 25.—In a very dull market 
the sudden rise in the price of chlorate of potash is 
conspicuous. Chlorate of potash powder, which was 
freely sold at $9 per 100 kilos less than six months ago, 
has now reached $15 per 100 kilos, and most works 
report a sold-out position with little or no supplies 
available for many months. 

No explanation is given of the advance in a very weak 
market and with most items falling continuously. The 
decline in chemicals is moving in sympathy with the 
fall in lead, zinc, copper. 

It is said that the firmness in chlorate of potash will 
prevail over the whole summer, but some works an- 
nounce that they will start again next autumn, being 
tempted by the present high prices. Several European 
works had stopped production or curtailed it heavily 
after the 1920 slump and on account of the low prices 
at which large war stocks were sold. 


It is also reported that war stocks of perchlorate of 
potash and perchlorate of ammonia, which were very 
large, are now depleted, with the result that prices for 
these commodities have sharply advanced. 

Chlorate of soda has moved in lines similar to the 
potash salt. 

Sodium peroxide enjoys also a better market arid 
price has advanced to $43 per 100 kilos. 

On the other hand, weakness prevails in most quar- 
ters. Arsenic is very dull and is freely offered at £22 
per ton. White sugar of lead has declined to £42 per 
ton, red lead to £40 and white lead is in a most diffi- 
cult position, with practically no buyers, although this 
is the full season for painters’ materials.

Basic conditions in heavy chemicals remain virtually 
the same and only slight surface changes are reported.

SAYS FLAXSEED CRUSHERS ARE MISTAKEN 


J. B. Gordon Declares Reference to Agricultural Dept. 
of Report on Oil Tariff Will Not Help Them 

Discussing the proposed change in the tariff on lin- 
seed oil, John B. Gordon, of the Bureau of Raw Mate- 
rials for American Vegetable Oils and Fats Industries, 
says: 

“Crushers of flaxseed are highly elated that they 
have been able, as they think, to get their manufac- 
turers’ duty classified as an agricultural duty. If they 
recollect, however, that the Tariff Commission unani- 
mously recommended to the President that the crush- 
ers’ linseed oil duty be reduced and that of the two 
reports which went to the President one recommended 
that the duty be reduced to 18 cents per gallon and the 
other to 20 cents per gallon, which is a very close ac- 
cord of opinion, and that the production cost figures on 
which the Commission’s recommendations are founded 
are the very best gathered to date in any flexible tariff 
investigation, they will see that they have nothing 
tangible on which to base their hopes that President 
Coolidge will not act upon the findings of the Tariff 
Commission. 

“The Department of Agriculture can only find that 
the question of deciding what duty shall be placed on 
linseed oil is merely a matter of what is a proper com- 
pensatory duty for the duty on flaxseed just as would 
be required in the case of shoes when a tariff is levied 
on hides, in the case of woolen carpets or clothing 
when a duty is imposed on wool, on cigars when a 
duty is put on leaf tobacco, and so on ad infinitum. 
All such duties are manufacturers’ compensatory duties. 
The manufacturer profits by the duty on his finished 
product and the farmer derives such benefit as he gets 
from the duty on the raw material. 

“It is just as unreasonable for the flaxseed crushers 
to expect the Department of Agriculture to render 
them aid in the present situation as it would have been 
for them to have bespoken the aid of that Department 
when they ran afoul of the United States Supreme 
Court for price fixing in June, 1923.”

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Quinine— The Basic Situation in Java 





What is the Significance of a 25% Increase in Bark Production and 
Lower Bandoeng Quinine Sales ? 





By K. R. F. BLOKZEYL, Buitenzorg, Java 


URING 1924, shipments of cinchona bark from 

Java vemained below previous years. Against 

6.847.000 kilos in 1923, and 6,617,000 kilos in 

1922, exports during last year amounted to 6,575,000 

kilos. Smaller shipments to British India and Holland, 

which remained the principal ‘buyer, were responsible 

for the decrease. The following table give a survey 

of the exports and thier distribution for the past three 
years:

The exports from Padang, Sumatra, amounted dur- 
ing the year to 350,000 kilos, against 211,000 kilos and 
200,000 kilos in 1923 and 1922 respectively, Holland 
being the sole destination. 

During 1924, some small cinchona estates in Java 
joined the so-called Cinchona Agreement, concluded 
between the Dutch quinine factories and the majority 
of cinchona producers in the ‘Dutch East Indies. It 
was allowed to estates which had joined the Agree- 
ment und which produced more than their share in 
the allotments under the contract, to store part or 
their bark on the estate in order to save storage ex- 
penses at Amsterdam, and at the Bandoeng factory. 
The total quantity of bark being present on estates 
amoutted by the end of July to about 1,634,000 kilos, 
as against about 2,803,000 kilos at the corresponding 
period of the previous year. The diminishing of stocks 
was due partly to larger purchases by the quinine 
manufacturers in consequence of indreased demand 
since the second half of 1923, but partly also to the 
fact that producers proceeded more and more to sell 
their stocks at Amsterdam, in order to be able to share 
immediately in eventually larger allotments. 


Larger Stocks in Amsterdam 
The stocks being present at Amsterdam by the end 
of July, 1923, amounted to 23,581 parcels, as against 
34,815 parcels by the end of July, 1924. In 1923 
there were delivered to the quinine manufacturers 
working under the Cinchona Agreement, 545,108 
kilos of sulfate of quinine in bark, which were 


considered as an advance by virtue of the decision 
taken by the Kina Bureau in October, 1923, and 
transferred on the account of deliveries in 1924, 
83,077 kilos. The quantity really purchased and 
settled by manufacturers in 1923 of 462,031 kilos could 
be called very satisfactory as it was fully 50 per 
cent more than the minimum annual quantity which 
manufacturers are bound to take up according to the 
contract. 


Deviating from the practice followed previously to 
fix immediately for the whole year the usual annual 
allotment to the Bandoeng quinine factory, there was 
provisionally allotted by the end of Dec., 1923, for deliv- 
ery to the said factory under the first five terms in 1924. 
80,005 kilos of sulfate of quinine in bark, after which 
in May, 1924, there were allotted wnder the last 5 
terms 36,100 kilos. Thereupon followed still some extra 
allotments to the same factory, in June for delivery 
under term; 5 to 10, incl. 40,000 kilos, in July for 
deliverv under terms 6 to 10 incl. 25,000 kilos, a total 
of 181,105 kilos. 


In consequence of some modifications, the total of 
those allotments was finally fixed at 186,344 kilos of 
quinine sulfate in bark, while ‘n 1923 for delivery to 
the Bendoeng quinine factory, only a total quantity ot 
159,008 kilos of sulfate of quinine in bark was allotted. 


Estimate Quinine Sales at 400,000 kilos 


The sale of cinchona bark, and in connection there- 
with, the purchase of barks by manufacturers in the 
allotments at Amsterdam, was for the first months of 
1924 less than the average in 1923, but a gradual im- 
provement followed, so that in the July allotment at 
Amsterdam, fully 34,000 kilos of sulfate of quinine 
in bark were taken up, whereas the purchases in the 
March allotment only amounted to 19,000 kilos. -Also in 
the subsequent allotments at Amsterdam in 1924, satis- 
factory quantities were taken up, so that the distribution 
of the October allotment could be made up on the 
basis of a total purchase for 1924 (including the ad- 
vance) of 400,000 kilos of sulfate of quinine in bark, 
being 30,000 kilos in excess of the quantity on which the 
October allotment of 1923 had been based. 

The exact quantity of sulfate of quinine which 
had been sold by the manufacturers in 1924, and thus 
been taken up in bark from the cinchona producers, was 
not yet known at the end of December last, but was 
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then estimated at fully 400,000 kilos of sulfate of 
quinine in bark, or about 67 per cent of the total 
subscription. 


Bark Sales Smaller in 1924 

This meaus that sales under contract during 1923 
remained about 14 per cent below the normal output 
of the estates which joined the Agreement, and in 1924, 
according to a provisory estimate, about 33 per cent. 
More favorable were the circumstances for bark prod- 
ucers who had not joined the Agreement, for these 
could sell their entire crops, although against slightly 
lower prices. The limit for pharmaceutical barks sold 
in auctions at Amsterdam during 1924, remained un- 
changed at 23 cents per unit. The export duty levied 
since August 15, 1921, on cinchona bark and quinine 
salts, was abolished on August 15, 1924. 

During the first half of the year under report, the 
weather in Java was favorable. The excessive drought 
following thereupon, however, practically stopped the 
growth of the young plants, especially in the nurseries, 
here and there causing death of graftings. In the 
older plantations, the drought caused a heavy loss of 
leaf. After the rains had set in again, the damaged 
plants could partly recover themselves. The planta- 
tions are for the greater part in favorable condition of 
upkeep. Only as regards thinning of the gardens at 
the right moment, some arrears might be observed on 
estates which have the Agreement, and which as a 
result of the obligatory restriction of their crops can 
only supply part of their normal quantity of bark. 

Danger in Increasing Cinchona Planting 

The continuous extending of plantations, which 
so far is not accompanied by a proportional increase 
of cousumption of cinchona bark, is being considered 
a gradually increasing danger for the future of the 
cultivation. The area under cinchona in Java has since 
1918 increased by more than 25 per cent. To a large 
extent, this increase has been brought about with Led- 
geriana seedlings on very fertile newly cleared forest 
soil, so that from these extensions very high outputs 
may be expected. Therefore, it may be foreseen that 
in the near future the production will considerably 
exceed the consumption, unless the use of cinchona 
bark will also increase proportionally. Since the 
previous year, the demand for cinchona seeds and plants 
increased considerably in connection with planned ex- 
tensions of areas planted. The total proceeds of the 
Government Estate from the sale of these planting 
materials amounted to fl. 86,036, as against fl. 43,735 
in 1923. ° 

Bandoeng Sold Less Quinine in 1924 

Exports of quinine salts from the Bandoeng quinine 
factory show a decrease for 1924. Total shipments 
amounted to 238,142 kilos, as against 250,790 kilos in 
1923 and 124,582 kilos in 1922. Holland remained the 
chief destination. Shipments to Japan increased con- 
siderably, but those to British India show a material 
drop. The following table shows the exports of qui- 
nine from Bandoeng for the last three years, by coun- 
tries:

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AANDLING OF LIQUOR PERMITS SIMPLIFIED 
(Special to Druc & CHemicat MarKETS) 

Washington, D. C., May, 6.—David H. Blair, Com- 
missioner oi Internal Revenue, is sending a notice to 
collectors regarding an amendment to section 432 of 
Regulations 60, which will simplify the handling of 
certain permits. The announcement follows: 

“Section 432 of Regulations 60, as amended by T. D. 
3692, is hereby further amended by adding an additional 
proviso to the last sentence thereof, making the entire 
section to read as follows: 

“Sec. 432. Such letter confirming permit to purchase 
must be secured by the vendor by communicating with 
the director purporting to thave issued the permit to 
purchase. The communication shall in every case be on 
the letterhead of the permittee asking for confirmation, 
must be signed by him, and must show the name and 
address of the permittee wishing to sccure the liquor, 
his basic permit number, the date and number of the 
permit to purchase covering the proposed shipment, and 
the kind and quantity of liquor covered thereby. 

“Such letter must be sent by first-class registered 
mail and in every case a return receipt (post-office 
Form 3811) must be demanded. Within 48 hours of 
the receipt of such letter the director will, if the permit 
is confirmed, send the letter confirming permit to pur- 
chase, Form 1410D. by registered mail, with demand for 
return receipt. Each request and each confirmation wi'!! 
be mailed under separate cover. 

“Provided. That a vendor may, if he desires, inclose 
in one envelope all requests fur confirmation mailed to 
a Director in a single day, in which case, however, an 
additional letter of transmittal shall be inclosed schedul- 
ing the requests thus transmitted: and, 

“Provided Further, that a Director may inclose in 
one envelope all confirmations sent by registered mail 
to a vendor in a single day, in which case, however, an 
additional fetter shall be inclosed therewith scheduling 
the confirmations thus transmitted including the Post 
Office registry number of the request for confirmation, 
the number of the permit confirmed, its date, the name 
and address of the vendee, and the kind and quantity 
of liquor to be purchased, the original and all copies 
of which letter, and the confirmations thus transmitted 
shall be initialed, in the lower ieft-hand corner, by at 
least two employees of the Director’s office who have 
been instructed in writing by the Director to see that 
the forms 1410D thus listed are, in each instance, ac 
tually mailed to “the vendor.” 





The Association of Representatives of Foreign Firms 
devoted to pharmaceutical specialties, chemical products, 
biological products and allied trades, has just been 
formed in Cuba.

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EXPORTS OF MEDICINALS ARE INCREASING 

Foreign sales of medicinal and pharmaceutical prep- 
arations continued the upward movement during the 
first quarter of 1925 until a total of $4,826,000 worth 
left the United States. This represented an improve- 
ment of 13 per cent over the corresponding period of 
1924. 

The quantities of quinine sulfate and other salts of 
cinchona shipped abroad during the first quarter of 
1925 surpassed the first quarter of 1924 by 320 per cent 
and equalled 429,000 ounces worth $100,000. After the 
exceedingly large total of 12,000,000 cubic centimeters 
valued at $313,000 of antitoxins, serums and vaccines 
for the January-March, 1924, period, the quantities 
shipped in the 1925 quarter decreased down 36 per cent 
to 7,648,000 cubic centimeters, but the values were off 
only 4 per cent to $300,000. Foreign demand for medi- 
cated plasters exceeded those of the preceding year. 


The exports of the “all other medicinal and pharma- 
ceutical preparations” largely made up of prepared med- 
icines, continued the growth that has been evident dur- 
ing the last two or three years and recorded an expan- 
sion of 13 per cent during the first quarter of 1925, 
compared with first quarter of 1924. A total exporta- 
tion of $4,263,000 was reached for this period.

The situation in fine chemicals showed some im- 
provement in demand, but dealers are far from sat- 
isfied with the condition of the market. In many quar- 
ters the complaint was made that most of the business 
consisted of fruitless inquiries, but actual transactions 
were made in larger volumes than during the last few 
weeks. The outstanding feature of importance in the 
week’s developments is a sharp cut in the price of 
methyl alcohol which is the answer of domestic prod- 
ucers to the challenge flung them by the German 
synthetic methanol, which has been causing havoc in 
the local market. Other items of importance are 
firming up of menthol which has been weak in spite 
of good strength in the producing market for sev- 
eral weeks; a sharp advance by holders and refiners 
of papain and a considerable easing in the situation 
with regard to quicksilver. Cream of tartar and Epsom 
salts have been reported higher from abroad and the 
local market has shown greater strength accordingly, 
but no price changes have as yet developed here. 

Acetanilid—Market continues unchanged at former 
prices with demand slight at this season of the year. 

Acid, Acetylsalicylic—Prices continue firm at sched- 
wled figures with little activity shown during the 
spring. 

Acid, Benzoic—Movements continue to be of a rout- 
ine nature with prices held at former figures. 

Acid, Citric—No further change has developed in this 
situation since the easing of the price for imported 
acid reported last week. Market continues rather in- 
active at -steady prices. 

Acid, Diethylbarbituric—Some quarters report rather 
heavy buying during the week but prices remain un- 
changed. 
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Acid, Phosphoric—Prices remain unchanged with no 
unusual activity reported. 

Acid, Salicylic—This item is reported to be moving 
more freely in the trade with prices unchanged at 34c@- 
35c tb for U. S. P. with 33c being done in some 
quarters. 

Acid, Tartaric—No change reported in this situation 
with prices held at former levels. 


Alcohol—First hands continue to hold to contract 
prices in the expectation of doing enough business in 
the fall season to make up for lack of sales at present 
prices. Resale material is now quoted as low as 
42c@45c gal. for No. 5 in drums and barrels. The 
situation in the middle West is reported to be some- 
what better than in the New York area. 


Aloin—No new developments have appeared in this 
market and prices are still quoted at 85c@88c ib. 

Amidopyrine—Low seasonal demand causes little ac- 
tivity for this item but prices are firmly held by all 
sellers. 


Ammonium Salicylate—Fair degree of activity is seen 
for this item with movements being made at recently 
advanced price of 80c@90c tb. 


Bay Rum—Some activity is reported for the imported 
\bay rum, especially the quinine denatured. Prices re- 
main unchanged at 90c@95c gal. with domestic syn- 
thetic material at 75¢ gal. 


Antipyrine—Prices continue unchanged with little de- 
mand at this season. 


Bromides — Very little activity took place in the 
bromide market except for a few sales of soda brom- 
ide. Prices for imported bromides are continually get- 
ting stronger as the shipment prices are way above 
domestic prices. Imported potash bromides now quoted 
at 40c@42c and soda at 42c@44c tb. ‘No change re- 
ported in ammonium bromide. 


Caffeine—Prices remain unchanged with routine ac- 
tivity reported. , 

Camphor—Activity has been good for this product 
at unchanged prices of 75c@77%c tb for Japanese re- 
fined with American refined steady at 84c tb.

Codliver Oil—Advices from Norway report a smaller 
yield of steam refined oil in spite of a larger catch 
of fish as the yield has run considerably less per fish 
than in previous years. Higher prices in Norway have 
caused less buying there with the result that more is 
shipped to this country and the local market is now 
somewhat easier at $28@$31 bbl. 

Cream Tartar—-Recent cables from abroad give higher 
shipment prices but spot prices remain unchanged at 
211%4c@22c th for imported and 22c@22%c for do- 
mestic. 

Epsom Salts—The market for U. S. P. salts is much 
firmer due to information of higher prices from abroad.

The market is easier on ergot, Japanese camghor, 
phenacetin, sulfonal, oil peppermint, carnauba wax, 
cresylic acid and codliver oil. 

Prices are lower for menthol, balsam tolu, linseed 
oil and shellac. 

London, April 25 (By Mail)—Several changes of 
importance have to be recorded in the drug and chem- 
ical markets.

Some divergence of opinion is expressed among crude 
drug dealers as to the condition of the market, depending 
principally on the items held in each case. Those who 
were fortunate enough or foresighted enough to hold 
items that have become scarce and are more or less of a 
seasonal nature have found business very much to their 
liking. Some dealers report that business is very poor, 
but the consensus of opinion is that business is no poorer 
this year than it is any other year at this season. 
Some improvement in the condition of the market over 
the previous week’s trading can be seen, but anything in 
the line of really good business is not expected before the 
middle of August. The list of products which are scarce 
and high has been augmented this week by the addition 
of Valerian root which advanced sharply.

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INDUSTRIAL ALCOHOL MAY SPLIT STOCK 


U. S. Industrial Alcohol Co. is to readjust its capital 
stock, according to the “Wall Street Journal,” and 
will probably split up its common stock and plan for 
the elimination of the preferred. During the last three 
years the company has expanded its plant facilities and 
has returned to a strong working capital basis, with a 
return of earning power during peace time and profits 
in excess of $11.00 per share on $24,000,000 common 
stock after preferred dividends during 1923 and 1924. 
The use for alcohol has continued to broaden both as 
a raw material for manufacture, as a solvent and as an 
anti-freeze compound for automobiles. 


The dividend record of the company shows regular 
payments of preferred stock dividends, an initial divi- 
dend of 16 per cent on the common stock out of 1916 
earnings and a second 16 per cent dividend on 1917 
earnings. From March, 1918, to September, 1918, quar- 
terly 4 per cent dividends were declared, and from 
December, 1919, to June, 1921, quarterly 2 per cent 
dividends were paid. The last payment was 1 per cent 
in September, 1921. 


After the unsatisfactory earnings situation of 1921 
strengthening of the financial structure was adopted. 
At the close of 1922 working capital was $4,487,746, 
and at the close of 1924 it totaled $7,370,654. From a 
ratio of assets to liabilities in 1922 of 2 to 1, the ratio 
was increased to 6 to 1 in 1924. 





The secretariat, Zanzibar, has issued a decree giving 
proposed regulations for export of cloves to take effect 
July 1. Among the provisions for the machinery to 
make the decree effective are stipulations that no cloves 
shall be offered for sale or exported which contain 
more than 5 per cent of clove stems, mother-of-cloves, 
twigs or other extraneous or foreign matter, or which 
contain more than a certain percentage of moisture to 
be determined later, or which are in any way sophis- 
ticated, dyed, falsified or otherwise deleteriously treated.

An improved inquiry for essential oils has been noted 
this week although buying is still confined to small quan- 
tities in most cases.

A steady demand for small lots keeps up and prices 
are firmly supported by importers. All beans in 
Mexico are reported closely controlled by American 
houses. Although shipments this season may be slightly 
larger, the increase is not considered sufficient to 
materially affect the market here this year. Mexicans

Regarding oil lemon a well-known Messina presser 
writes:—“The market has had violent fluctuations, but 
the tone remains exceedingly firm. The year’s pressing 
has given unsatisfactory results, and lemons still on the 
trees will probably yield an unusually low quantity 
of oil. On the other hand, demand for case lemons 1s 
very keen, at rising prices, so that only a small part will 
remain available for oil pressing. Stocks would appear 
comparatively small at this time of the year. A still 
larger demand is expected from the U. S. this summer, 
and we expect higher quotations for lemon oil at the 
approach of the consuming season.” 
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PERFUMERY SALES ABROAD ARE LARGER 


The favorable condition of the export trade of per- 
fumery and toilet preparations was maintained during 
the first quarter of 1925 and a total of $1,814,000 worth 
were sent abroad. Heavier shipments of perfumery 
and toilet waters, talcum and other toilet powders, and 
dentifrices were made this year than last, whereas one- 
fifth less of creams, rouges and cosmetics left this 
country destined for foreign countries. 

The total exports during the first three months of 
1925 were: Perfumery and toilet waters, 103,000 
pounds, valued at $102,000; talcum and other toilet 
powders, 204,000 pounds, $416,000; creams, rouges and 
other cosmetics, 476,000 pounds, $242,000; dentifrices, 
902,000 pounds, $765,000, and all other toilet prepara- 
tions, 430,000 pounds, $289,000. 





ESSENTIAL OIL EXPORTS LESS IN VALUE 


The exports of essential oils during the first quarter 
of 1925 showed an eight per cent increase in quantities 
shipped, having risen from 336,000 pounds in January- 
March, 1924, to 364,000 pounds, in January-March, 1925, 
but a 2 per cent decrease in values from $357,000 to 
$349,000. Peppermint oil diminished 72 per cent in 
quantity from 45,000 pounds to 13,000 pounds, but 
only 30 per cent in values from $162,000 to $114,000, 
whereas the “all other essential oils” class rose from 
290,000 pounds valued at $195,000 to 350,000 pounds, 
valued at $236,000. 





A decision has been rendered by the United States 
Court of Customs Appeals in connection with the case 
of Elizabeth Arden against the United States. The 
question in this case was whether alcoholic perfumery 
is subject to the tax imposed by the act of February 24, 
1919. The importer protested that the provision of the 
act of 1919 was repealed by the Tariff Act of 1922, which 
protest was overruled by the Board of United States 
General Appraisers, on the ground that it is part of the 
revenue law and has never been repealed. The judg- 
ment of the Board was affirmed by the Court. 


Morris H. Caro, of Caro Flavoring Co., Washington, 
D. C., has instituted suit against Secretary of the Treas- 
ury Mellon and the Commissioner of Internal Revenue 
and the Prohibition Commissioner on account of revoca- 
tion of his permit for 150 barrels of denatured alcohol 
per month. The permit was reviked because of Caro’s 
alleged connection with the Maryland Drug & Chemical 
Co., Baltimore, and a conspiracy for diversion of indus- 
trial alcohol for illicit use through that company. 


V. Vivaudou, Inc., reports net profit of $184,988 for 
the first three months of 1925, after all expenses and re- 
serves for depreciation, taxes and other deductions. 
This, after preferred dividends, was equal to 60 cents 
a share earned on the 300,000 shares of no par common 
stock outstanding. In the first quarter of 1924 the com- 
fany reported earnings equal to 32 cents a share on the 
common stock. 


E. R. Mansfield Co., manufacturers of “Adele Millar” 
toilet preparations, have moved their factory from San 
Francisco to Los Angeles. 

The import duty on toilet and shaving soap and 
soap powder is increased from 10 per cent to 20 per 
cent in the new budget now before the Parliament of 
the Trish Free State.
